Claims 5,79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

In claims 5,79, "without a phase transition" is new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulariy pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 11,17,23,38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 1 ,17,23,38, "said dielectric substrates" lack(s) proper antecedent basis 
in the claim(s). It appears that "substrates" was intended to be singular. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The cited prior art of record does not teach or suggest the instantly claimed 
dielectric substrates and buffer layers in a thin film structure.
